Developments  in  technology 
and  improvements  in  the  analysis  and 
interpretation  of  physical  evidence  recovered 
from  crime  scenes  will  place  even  greater 
importance  on  properly  documented  and 
preserved  evidence.  An  important  factor 
influencing  the  ultimate  legal  significance  of 
this  scientific  evidence  is  that  investigators 
follow  an  objective,  thorough,  and  thoughtful 
approach.  The  goal  of  this  process  is  to 
recognize  and  preserve  physical  evidence 
that  will  yield  reliable  information  to  aid  in  the 
investigation.”
